Additional Description.—Although its existence was suspected by Rafii- 
mesque, considerable excitement bas lately been caused among the natu- 
ralists of the Philadelphia Academy by a rumor of the recent discovery of 
a Wangdoodle in the American Fauna. This rumor has now ended in 
certainty, owing to the efforts of the late lamented Baron Von Damfule, 
the celebrated Belgian naturalist, who procured one while attached to 
the ‘‘Great Mogul’ Survey and Exploration of a R. R. R. from the head 
waters of Lake Superior to the North Pole, viz the Peaks of the Cascade 
Mountains of Washington Territory. The only animal preserved by the 
unfortunate Baron (who lost his useful life in a scientific experiment— 
from drinking the milk of a female Gyascutus), was a young female, 
Searcely full grown, but as the learned asturalist has left complete notes 
@oncerning the species, individuals of waich he had frequent opportuni- 
ties of observing, we are enabled in the present article to give a pretty 
fair synopsis of the leading characters of the adult in its perfect state. 
To Ellenbogan we are also iadebted for additional information concerning 
the Basaltic variety, seen by him at Fort Dallas, Oregon. Individuals of 
this, or a nearly allied species, were also seen by the party whe lately 
ascended Mt. Rainier. 

The Genus has been known for ages, but had hitherto been supposed to 
be confined to the continents of tae Old World. Paulus A®zinetus, in 
speaking of the frequency of Eaartirodial dislocations, refers to the fa- 
eility with which the Wangdoodle can at will dislocate all its joints; 
whereupon drawing in its head and tail—turtle like—and also its dislo- 
eated cilixw and limbs, it is able to assume a perfectly square form, which 
ata short distance resembles a quadrangular block of stone, aod when 
covered by the peculiar shining slimy secretion of the animal, migét be 
readily mistaken for one of those square blocks of polished red granite 
at present used in the British Museum as supports to various Egyptian 
antiquities. This form ia frequently assumed by the animal when either 
frightened or irritated, see Herder, ‘‘uber kurznasige schweinferkel,”’ 
and as Agassiz has ingeniously surmised, vide ‘Class. of Insects on Em- 
bryological data,’’ is probably taken for the purpose of better obtaining 
its unsuspecting prey. 

The striking peculiarity of this creature—quadruped we cannot call it, 
although belonging to the Class Mammalia—is that the joints of its se- 
venteen limbs are all apparently of the ‘‘ball and socket,’’ or Enarthro- 
dial order, which, together with the unparalleled existence of an odd 
mumber, entitles the group to which it belongs to a separate rank in any 
natural system of classification ; connecting—obscurely, it is true—the 
hitherto widely separated Crustaceans, Cetaceans, and Saurians. The 
head, according to Von Damfule, is octagonal, and differs from that of 
the European ispecies in having a greater number of antenne, vide Clark's 
(Adam) Antiquities, Quarto Ed., p. 890, who speaks of the persistence of 
these antennz in the spermatozoa of the species; the latter are, how- 
ever, jimbriated. ° 

This remarkable animal presenta us with two perfect systems of teeth. 
One, destitute of ‘‘Haversian rods,’’ has a tesselated, or pavement ar- 
rangement, similar tothat of the common drum-fish of our Southern 
waters, and extends from the lips through the mouth and csophagus to 
the pyloric orifice of the stomach. Those of the other are long, sharp, 
and serrated, and arranged in parallel rows upon the sides of the jaw and 
upon the palatine proceesses. They are set, however, in a peculiar man- 
ner, those of one side of the median line inclining in an opposite direc- 
tion to those on the other. In this the peculiar wisdom displayed in the 
creation of the animal is strongly manifest, as the creature is thus ena- 
bled to relieve itself by emesis when very ill. The ciliw, spoken of under the 
head of specific characters, are gigantic—varying in length from one to 
three feet, and shaped like the quills of the common porcupine (Genus 
Hystrix), and are capable of being withdrawn at will into sheaths or va- 
ginz. The wound produced by these is much more fatal in its character 
than those inoculated with woorari (the South American arrow poison)— 
vide Schomberg, op. cit. Todd & Bowman speak of the jointed ciliated 
epithelium of the Wangdoodle, which singularly allows reversed action, 
dike those of the fallopian tubes of the human female. The genitals are 
covered with reversed bristles of a horny character. Tail bifurcated, a 
véry unusual circumstance among the lower animals. The ‘‘scent bags,”’ 
or castorean sacs, are filled with a remarkable strong-smelling com 
pound very attractive to rattlesnakes. 

Habitat.—The whole of the Northern portion of Occidental America. 
(Von Damf.) Fraser and Columbia Rivers. (Ellenbogan.) 

History.—It is now believed that the popular legend of the fight be- 
tween St. George and the Dragon refers to an encounter between the 
Saint and an overgrown Wangdoodle. Indeed, the important part that 
this animal has played in the world’s history has never yet been fully 
appreciated. Pliny, in his ‘‘Rara avis in terris,’’ undoubtedly refers to 
it ; and it is an historical fact that Haman dreamt of Wangdoodles the 
night before his execution by the order of Ahasueras. In the ‘Green

Ny First, then, of the course itself. Without making any invidious com- 

srisons—certainly without pretending to say, as some local puffers do, 

that it is one of the most beautiful in the world—I can confidently affirm

8 for leagues to the long-renowned river itself; and beyond the river 
8 France, and the blue mountains of the Vosges, melting away in the dis- 
4 tance. Very comfortable, and solid, and roomy, are these stands (éribunes 
the French call them ;) one for the Grand-Ducal family, one for our 
Club, and the English and Continental Jockey Clubs, and one for the 
public, containing from 10,000 to 12,000 persons. Of the road to the 
course not much can be said for the present. The first three miles, till 
you cross the railroad beyond Oos, are plain sailing enough, but then you 
come upon two miles of narrow and heavy cross path through the fields, 
yarely wide enough for two carriages to pass each other. The number of 
yehicles, however, was not sufficiently large to create any difficulty or 
confusion. I have seen more at the grand hunt ; indeed, the general in- 
terest excited among the representatives of all nations here was not equal 
to what had been anticipated. This was partly owing to.an idea, not al- 
says openly expressed, but still very prevalent, that the whole thing wa 
inthe hands of the French. Now, to give somebody his due, the French 
yere the only people who took the thing up. The English sportsmen had 
too many good things on hand at home, and as to the Germans—catch 
them understanding a novelty, and entering into the spirit of it, at only 
ten months’ notice! Of the three Stewards (Messrs. Reiset and Macken- 
sie Grieves, and Baron Geusau,) one is a Scotchman, and one a German, 
so there could be no complaint on that head. 

His Grand-Ducal Highness did all honor to the occasion, turning out 
vith his whole family and suite in three well-appointed caleches-and- 
four. The show of equipages in the ring was nothing to brag of, either 
for quantity or quality. In the public stand the ladies of all nations mus- 
tered pretty strongly, France and Russia being the most numerously re- 
presented. 

Now I must ask your readers to turn back a fortnight or three weeks, 
and consult the synopsis which I then furnished to the ‘‘Spirit.”’ 

The first event of the first day (Sunday, Sept. 5th,) was the Favorite 

Purse for Baden horses, which resulted in a walk-over. Amazone, a good 
looking bay mare, was ridden by a soldier of the Baron’s regiment, only

t be Next on the cards came the German Confederation Stakes, but though 
he 'm horses (belonging to three different proprietors) had been entered for 
ten this, they al? either were drawn or paid forfeit! A handicap (to be run 
after the French Stake) was therefore substituted forit. The two Ger- 
wat horses entered in the Continental Stake (2 miles) were also drawn, 
aud ouly five French nags left to battle it out. Seville went off witha 
lad of eight lengths, and ran himself out in the first mile, when Acajou, 
vhohad been lying third, went ahead and won handily, Bois Robert se- 
wnd all the way, Marquemont a bad third. 

Now came the great event of the day, the French Stakes of $1000 for 
French three-year olds, a mile and a half. Of 27 entries, 19 paid forfeit, 
adtwoweredrawn. La Maladetta, Gelette, Zouave, Etoile du Nord, and 
Tounere des Indes, remained to fight it out. Of these, Zouave succeeded 
in being left at the post, as he usually tries to be. His stable companion 
usde the running at a good pace for half a mile, when Martel-en-Tete

By Jove! how 
he drew himself up, to be ready to jump at a moment’s notice, and when 
I landed him safe at his hotel, ‘‘Well,’’ quo’ he, “you don’t catch me in 
that trap again.’’ It was great fun. 

Several persons who had gone on the first day staid away on the second 
(Wednesday, the 8th,) and thereby missed some good sport. The Carls- 
rake Purse, for gentlemen-riders of the Grand Duchy on their own hacks, 
brought out Baron Gemmingen on Mary, and Captain Kleudgen on Jenny. 
Both the mares were good-looking, though Mary was perhaps hardly up 
to the weight (165lbs.) and the riders’ costume correct, but the race! ! 
The horses went ‘‘at their own sweet will’’ on a fair hunting gallop, and 
Jenny, having the longer stride, led about six lengthsall the way, the Ba- 
ron apparently not making the slightest effort to close the gap. For the 
second heat Mary was drawn, and the Captain cantered over alone. The 
French made great fun of this, and said that the German gentleman had 
been discussing metaphysics instead of riding a race. Captain Kleudgen 
made his $400 easily, but his mare was not claimed for $600. I doubt if 
there isa hack in the Duchy worth that price. 

Then came another gentlemen-riders’ hack race, a single dash of fifteen- 
sixteenths of a mile, for $100. Amazone had been entered for this, but 
was drawn, probably frightened off by Margery Moorport, who, though a 
not always unsuccessful hurdle-racer and steeple chaser during all the 
season, was allowed to come in as a hack, because she is not in a regular 
trainer's stable. The rule in this respect appears to me much too open. 
Further limitations are desirable ; for instance, that to be classed asa 
‘‘hack,’’ a horse should never have won a purse of more than ——, nor 
have won a purse of more than —— since the Ist of January preceding. 
A competitor, however, was found almost at the last moment. M. Jules 
Bege, one of the ¢allest men out, had determined to come to Baden with 
two horses for the hunts; but M. B. was, like Johnny Gilpin,

and wouldn’t pay above $100 or $120 a piece for his horses, though he 
rides fully fifteen stone! Naturally enough, one of them was minus an 
eye, and the other minus several legs. The latter was liberally furnished 
for the occasion, and courageously mounted by Viscount Lauriston, Capt. 
Haworth riding his own animal. Margery, who does not shine in a brush, 
went of with the lead at a very moderate pace, and the légless Joan of 
Arc followed at a respectful distance and ata still slower gait. They 
threatened to make a repetition of the German race, but in the home- 
stretch Lauriston ‘‘called’’ on his screw vigorously. It was like ‘‘calling 
spirits,’ &c., for he never could get nearer than the Captain chose to let 
him come, Margery wiuning in hand by a length. 

But now came areal rave, which some English sportsmen present pro- 
nounced one of the very best gentlemen-riders’ contests they had ever 
witnessed. The fact of its being the Ladies’ Stakes seemed to put the 
men on their mettle. Seven horses had been entered, but only four came 
to the post: Mr. Montgomery’s Greencastle (English), ridden by Duke 
de Grammont, M. Silveira’s Bois Robert, by Capt. Haworth, Count La- 
grange’s Acajou, by Viscount Lauriston, and Mme. L. de Fay’s Marque- 
mont, by Baron Finot. Greencastle went off at a slapping pace, closely 
followed by Bois Robert, Marquemont several lengths behind, and Acajou 
the last. Half way round the Viscount began to make play, but the 
heavy ground of the third quarter took it out of the favorite considera- 





bly. Nevertheless, he managed to get up to Bois Robert, who was already 
drawing upon Greencastle, and they turned into the homestretch almost 
siie byside. On they came, closer and closer together, Greencastle about 
a neck ahead of Silveira’s colt, who was something lessin advance of 
Acajou. At the distance Lauriston shook up his horse, and made a bril- 
liant finish, but only took second place, Greencastle having just enough 
left in him to win by a head, a neck between second and third. 

The Viscount was blamed for staying behind s0 long ; indeed, it is gene- 
rally to be remarked that when a Frenchman attempts to make a waiting 
race he waits too long. The Duke, on the other hand, though he looks 
awkward on horseback, rides more judiciously than most of his country- 
men. At Chantilly, last Spring. he won a race by waiting till the last 
moment; here, having a horse that would not trail, and was apt to show 
the cur when collared, he, with equal judgment, made the running from 
the start. 

The Iffezheim Stakes were christened by some would-be wag the Ni- 
viere Stakes. The Baron's two fillies, Gelette and Mathilda, came in as 
they liked, first andsecond, their only competitor, Odessa, not being able 
to hurry either of them. 

Now came the principal event of the day, the City of Baden Handicap. 
Of 22 entries only 6 came to the post, Zouave, Etoile du Nord, Tonnere 
des Indes, Elysabeth, Last Born, and Gouvieux. The appearance on the 
ground of the last named elicited general surprise and disapproval, espe- 
cially as Count Prado had declared only three days before that he would 
not start his horse for the handicap. He allowed himself, however, to be 
persuaded by his trainer, a great mistake, as the colt was simply butchered 
by running him at top weight for two and a half miles. It was certain 
to tell against him for the $2800 purse on the last day, and weighted as 
he was, his chance of the $900 seemed problematical, seeing that he gave 
Last Born (winner of the Omnium, or ‘‘French Cesarewitch,’’) the year, 
Elysabeth (winner of several handicaps), a year and 6lbs., and Zouave 
(second inthe Goodwood Stakes) 5lbs. Poor Tonnere des Indes looked 
even seedier than the first day, and shaky on his front legs, which were 
both booted. What mismanagement has converted this most promising 
two-year-old into a wreck at three years? It cannot be overwork, for he 
has been resting ever since Versailles. The others looked well, though 
some thought Gouvieux rather heavy about the eyes. Zouave was quite 
blooming, and did not want backers, the only question being if he would 
condescend to start. At the word, Last Born took upthe running, but 
not at a great pace, Gouvieux second, Tounere third. Zouave, after an 
ominous jump, went away last. After half a mile Tonnere ‘‘cut’’ it, and 
Etoile took third place. No change till the end of the first round (a mile 
and a quarter), when Zouave let loose, and rau through his horses in the 
next three hundred yards, till he was two lengths in advance of Last Born ; 
then he fell back under a pull, and they wenton halfa mile in this or 
der, Zouave, Last Born, Gouvieux, and Elysabeth, about a length be- 
tween each, the other two quite out of the race. Just before the last 
turn Gouvieux gave the go-by to Last Born, and challenging Zouave on 
the inside, showed his nose in front. There were loud cries from their 
respective partisans as they came, but the plucky little bay had the best 
of it, and opened out gradually, winning at last by a length, but with no- 
thing in hand ; his jockey seemed as tired as himself. Elysabeth a mid- 
dling third, Last Born an equally middling fourth. The time of this race, 
2} miles in 6:13, seems ridiculously slow ; nevertheless, not only the dis” 
tressed condition of the first two, but the tailing off of the others, proved it 
ita bruising race. The course was heavy from recentrains, and I suspect 
the third quarter will always be heavy in all weathers. 

The Hurdle race was rather better than the first day's. Brassia, more 
equitably weigh‘ed, easily disposed of Margery Moorport, and drove Miss 
Gladiator home very close, the bay only winning by a neck. 

The minor races of the third day do not call for much remark. The 
Eberstein Handicap caused a momentary interest by the apparent resusci- 
tation of Tonnere des Indes, who led all the second quarter, and actually 








the finish. Acajou beata very bad field in the 
Sandweier Stakes, his only opponent of any pretension being 
nette. 

Bat the great eventof the day was not wanting in interest, the Baden 
Stakes, $2800, added to $100 entry, hf. ft.; 2 miles; English horses to 
carry 6lbs. extra ; various other penalties and allowances. Ths heaviest 
weight that showed was Verzug, 4 yrs., 12Ilbs., the lightest Gulette, 
3 yrs., 91lbs. La Maladetta carried 95 pounds. 

The English horse Borderer had been the cause of much anxiety and 
mysterious speculation. it was certain he was not at Iffezheim, but up 
to the last moment many believed that he was kept dark at Rastate, or 
elsewhere in the vicinity ! and his name figured on the card, though he 
had never left England. The Teuton representative had been more up and 
down in the betting than any other. He was the original favorite at 3 te 
1, but the very parties who had made him so turned against him on the 
last day, and ‘‘peppered’’ him till he was down to 6 tol. But when the 
German appeared, a very good and racing-like looking horse, though per- 
haps a thought too high in flesh, the natives rallied and brought him 
back to his old position, displacing Gouvieux, who fell to 5 to 2, instead 
of 2 to 1, at which he stood after the City of Baden handicap. M. Lupin 
had backed his mare at 1 to4the day before to the amount of 10,000 
francs ($2000), which got her up in the market a point; 3 tol were 
freely bet against La Grange’s two coupled. Diamant and Duchess were 
only nominally quoted ; the former did not look likely to maintain his 
Strasburg prestige, and the latter was obviously short of work. Gcelette 
went off with a lead of two lengths, at a good round pace, Verzug second, 
La Maladetta third, the rest some way behind, Duchess the very last. As 
they passed the stand the first time (} of a mile), Gelette was still making 
the running, Verzug going steadily second, amid great applause from the 
Germans, Lupin’s filly third, as before, and Diamant fourth. Nearly ten 
lengths behind the leaders came Gouvieux, with Ventre St. Gris lapped 
on him, their jockeys, probably under orders, riding to each other, as if 
they were the only horses in the race, by which means they had got out of 
the race already without knowing it. At the end of the mile Diamant 
let out a link and ran up to Verzug, but in trying to reach Geelette ran 
himself out, and immediately after Verzug ‘‘cracked’’ under the weight- 
La Maladetta now went into close attendance on Gelette, and Gouvieux’ 
jockey, waking up at last, made play through the heavy ground, and got 
within four lengths of the leading horses, but there he stuck ; his bolt 
was shot. Still the light weight leads; she takes the last turn in ad- 
vance, but Lupin’s filly draws closer and closer; if the boy on Gelette 
had spurs he might yet save her; but he hasn’t: 100 yards from home 
Kitchener gets his horse’s head in front, and shoves her in first by a neck, 
Gouvieux third, six lengths behind, and the others so far off that no one 
thought of asking which was fourth. Time, 3:57—not bad for this track. 

Of all the bad tactics ever seen, those of the Niviere stable on this occa- 
sion were the worst, butchering Gouvieux beforehand in the handicap, sa- 
erificing Geelette, who ought to have won handily, and destroying the last 
chance by bringing Duchess to the post as fat asa show hack.

HOW WE WERE BLOWN UP ON A COLUMBIA 
RIVER STEAMBOAT. 





Some years ago, adversity, luck, or the devil, sent us up the Columbia 
River. Upon reaching the Cascades we were told that the new steamer 
Mary was about starting. The M. wag a favorite boat; and why not? 
She had good lines—and, besides, her boiler and engine were the first 
ever built in Oregon! That certainly was a recommendation; and then, 
again, her ‘‘gentlemanly and popular commander’’—but we forbear. 
The boat was good enough, with the exception of the fact that she would 
work off her steam faster than she made it, and before long, having ‘‘run 
down,’’ would relapse into ‘‘masterly inactivity’’ until a sufficient 
‘thead’”’ had again been attained. This was decidedly not dangerous, had 
it not been the custom to let her lie still until she had an ‘‘awful’’ pres- 
sure on, when away we would go, asif ‘‘scratching gravel’’ for life. All 
sorts of expedients were resorted to to remedy the evil; some said the 
‘‘smoke stack’’ was too small, others that the ‘‘biler was toolow,’’ others 
again maintaining that her flues ‘‘weren’t worth ad—n.’’ As for our- 
selves, we didn’t care to bother our head aout a theory, but we noticed 
that in successive trips she certainly made improvement, and found that 
a great deal of it was owing to the unremitted exertions of the fireman, 
who by dint of great skill, and consummate art in ‘‘shaking up,’’ poking, 
and various other stimulating attentions, was able to keep up what might 
popularly be termed, in Oregon parlance, a ‘‘h—lof a fire.’’ The re- 
sponsible berth of the fire ‘‘department’’ was intrusted to a reckless good 
natured ‘‘cuss,’’ cal’ed ‘‘Shake,’’ who, having been a midshipman in our 
Navy (one of the immortal ‘‘41’s’’), was now gloriously installed as fire- 
man on our ‘‘fragile bark.’’

BLOOD HORSES.

As it is very clear that the horse is almost, if not absolutely, essential 
te our protection, comforts, necessitics, or amusements, in nearly every 
step of our ;rogress through life, it is certainly of the highest importance 
that he should be rendered as beautiful, and serviceable, as valuable and 
perfect as possible. This can only be accomplished by the greatest care 
aad strictest attention to the improvement of his breed. Some contend 
that racing doves the most effectually test his durability, activity, and 
soundness, as a horse that can acquit himeeli in this, proves that his 
bones, muscles, lungs, and appendages, are sound, well proportioned, and 
entirely capable of performing their proper functions in the best manner. 
If any defect exist, this severe exercise will bring it into view. Such 
trials clearly establish his strength, soundness, activity, and endurance— 
‘and that frem such a horse it would manifestly be safe to breed, that his 
produce would unquestionably be much more likely to excel in those es- 
sential qualities than the produce of a common horse: that to breed to 
such you will be sure to have superior horses, whilst the expense of keep- 
img a good one is no greater than that of keeping a bad one—if it costs as 
much. 

The thoroughbred or pure blood is superior to every other variety, and 
the quality of the nags of this country will be found, on investigation, to 
@errespond precisely with their breeding, declining in proportion as they 
recede from the acknowledged thoroughbred. Blood always tells every- 
where: no inferiorly bred horse can get through mud, or a heavy country, 
like full blood—none can come up 80 well at the finish of distressing 
work, or return home go cheerfully after the toilsome business of the day. 
A thoroughbred horse is rarely ridden off his feed, and however severe the 
exertions of the day may have been, he will generally feed readily on 
reaching his stable, and if too severely tasked he will rally sooner than 
those of colder bleod. It has been said, falsely, that thoroughbred hacks 
are more likely to stumble and fall than those of baser biood: this is a 
mistake ; if the shoulder possess the correct obliquity, the horse will not 
eome down if properly treated. 

For all the lighter kinds of draught, the thoroughbred horse is decided- 
ly preferable, and even for farming purposes a copious infusion of what is 
called blood, will be found a great improvement: a class of animals is thus 
produced, more vigorous and stronger, more active, and capable of endur- 
iag much greater and more long-continucd fatigue, than those that are at 
present in general use. 

The term blood has reference to tue qiality of the animal as well as to 
the fluid which circulates in his veins: the pure or genutne blood, as it may 
be termed, standing alone as respects the powers of speed and the capability 
of supporting fatigue, in consequence of his texture and conformation. 

The following are some of the many reasons why tbe stock of the high 
bred, or warm-blooded racer, is vastly superior to, and more valuable, than 
the stock of the common horse :— 

Ist. They have more and better brains, or more sense—more ‘ntelli- 
gence—and their disposition is more kind and tractable. 


2. When properly viewed they have a refining and elevating influence. 
Christianity has tamed and civilized man—man with his refined sensibili- 
ties has semi-socialized the horse, and now he seems to be happy, as he 
shares the kind feelings and ministers to the happiness of man: ‘As a 
maan soweth so shall he also reap,’” where Deity creates ; ’tis surely man’s 
dignity to study and cultivate. 

8. They are more free from disease ; their action is more free and elas- 
tic ; their proportions are more accurate; their form is more beautiful ; 
and their carriage is more elegant and showy. 

4. They are more active, and can endure excessive heat much better. 
A fine bleod horse can travel long distances rapidly in the hottest weather, 
when a common horse would probably fall dead under the same exercise. 

5. They live to s much greater age. A common horserarely lives to be 
ef any service beyond 15 or 16 years of age, but ahigh-bred warm-blood- 
ed one is fit for good service for a much longer time, if he has been treated 
as every man ought to use his horse—some so called men are wicater brutes 
than their horzes. 

6. Their superior strength, ability to carry heavy weights, and endure 
under ; it their courage and bravery, fleetness and durability, render them 
far more efficient for cavalry, express, or general purposes, in the precise 
rates that they are judiciously imbued with pure blood: invariably evin- 
cing more gratitude to, and attachment for, a kind master. Pause, can- 
did reader, and look for a moment at the evidence to sustain this proposi- 
tion : the weight carried by an English hunting horse varies from 182 to 
288 pounds ; this must be borne over all inequalities of ground, hedges, 
ditches, and every other obstruction, and nothing but pure blood, with 
sufficient height and reach, can carry the weight, go the pace, and do that 
work quite well. 

In the days of English staging, coaches containing from 12 to 16 pas- 
sengers, in addition to the guard and coachman, and from half a ton toa 
ton and a half of baggage, were driven from 15 to17 milesan hour. The 
horses by which such heavy and rapid work was done were as nearly tho 
roughbred a8 could possibly be procured : nothing but t hese could have done 
it once. That speed and power the people demanded before railroads were 
formed : it had to be done, and it was effected by there being thorough- 
bred horses found and applied to staging purposes. The average weight 
of an English huzzar, or light Dragoon, fully accoutred and in heavy 

marching order, is 250lbs.; that of a heavy Dragoon 280lbs.; and that of 
a light guardsman, or cuirassier, 308lbs. Great power is of course requir- 
ed to carry these ponderous masses, but great speed is also required to 
move them, for unless they can be launched at a tremendous rate, al! the 
horses being so equal in their pace and stride that the line is kept perfect- 
ly dressed and even, to the moment when the shock is to be given, the 
charge is a failure. To attain this immense power and great speed, even 
for a short time under such crushing weight, in the actual charge, and to 
eembine with it the power of staying long distances, coming again quick- 
ly, moving actively, and enduring severe distress, nothiag but the high 
est possible degree of blood that can be combined with bone, size, shape, 
and action, sufficient to endure such weight, can succeed at all. This can 
be and is attained by the crossiag choice blood stallions of the proper 
build and style on properly selected mares to the second or third genera- 
tion. In the Russian war the light brigade of Lord Cardigan, which made 
that prodigious charge and retreat, each of a mile and a half, was mount- 


sagacity and attachment of the thoreughbred, and that they only being | 
well qualified for the above uses, they are the best, and the best able, te 
do any thing else. This is the pride and the triumph of blood, that it can do 
every thing for which it is intended quite well, and that nothing short of it | 
can do s0. 

7. The horse having and exhibiting evideaces of his kindred to the 
pure blood horse will always command a higher price in the market. Igno- 
rance, prejudice, and various other causes, prompt some men (?) to cry 
down blood, yet these very same—iu nearly every instance when they 
have a horse to sell or advertise, take a very short trace to some noted 
thoroughbred, or exhibit him at an agricultural fair with a manufactured 
pedigree or ® “blacksmith shop bill.’’ We have had “thoroughbred 
horses’’ (?) not a thousand miles away, that were represented as no less 
than the great grandsons of the great Eaglish Eclipse himself, and they 
only about three years of age. There’s a better day a coming ; the day 
already dawns, the shadows flee away. Truth crushed to earth will rise 
again. To the lover of a horse his financial value is only a nominal or 
secondary consideration ; he loves him for his own sake; to him “a 
thing of beauty isa joy forever ;’’ others regard in their horse great bulk 
without corresponding excellence, and matter regardless of life or spirit, 
Let such a one study the subject, eearch the records, weigh the evidence, 
reason calmly, and decide with an impartial and unprejudiced mind ; not 
like the man that may say—‘“I won’t believe if you do convince me.”’ 
The true office and utility of the thoroughbred horse is to raise the 
standard of speed, spirit, and endurance, which can result only from blood, 
in horses for all and for every purpose—the road, the hunting field, the 
shock of the battle, if we must have war; for pomp, show, and beauty ; 
for speed, for courage, for heavy, long continued every-day service, and if 
bountifully fed, well groomed, carefully housed, and well driven, will en- 
dure for many years. To breed judiciously from thoroughbred herses wil] 
raise the progeny in excellence, utility, longevity, style, action, beauty, 
appearance, and value ; confine your breeding to grade stock, and instead 
of improvement, or even ‘holding your own,”’ your stock will go down- 
wards all the time. 





The thoroughbred or pure blood horse, excelling in every good quality, 
renders them of course more valuable in all respects than the common or 
cold-blooded horse, and proves conclusively that every person in the com. 
munity has a deep and abiding interest in aiding in the cultivation of the 
pure blooded breed.

Waterproofing Fishing Lines and Linen Covers.—The following recipe was 
| given by a coachman, as being used by him for waterproofing his whip- 
thongs, and might be useful for waterproofing fishing lines :--Cut india- 
rubber into small pieces and put it into a bottle with spirits of turpentine 
(or wine), and sbake the bottle every day till the rubber is dissolved ; then 
soak the line in this till it is saturated, and when dry it will be water- 
proof. Make the linen cover toslip on very loosely, and make the button 
boles, and sew on the buttons or strings, then with a painter’s brush give 
it a thin coat of b iled linseed oil, and epread it out to drv in the sun, and 
when it is so, give it another coat, and it will be thoroughly waterproof. 
I am a‘taid there is too little sun now to dryit properly. I have nowa 
home-made waterproof coat to slip over my greatcoat, which I find in- 
valuable in steamboats, or when loch. fishing in an open boat.

SINGULAR ATTACHMENT OF ONE BIRD FOR ANOTHER. 
A CROW STARVING HIMSELF TO DEATH FOR GRIEF. 

Some weeks since, Mr. Pratt, the senior proprietor of the Spencer House, 
owned an owl and a crow that had apparently formed a deep attachment 
for each other. They were always together, and seemed to hold a kind 
of mutual conversation, which, however unintelligible to others, must 
have given them great satisfaction. The crow would often bring food te 
the owl, and was always anxious to do some act that would prove accep- 
table. The firm friendship existing between the two birds was the subject 
of general remark by the guests and habitues of the hotel, who frequently 
watched them by the hour. Their intimate association and kindness were 
really curious to witness, and elicited many speculations upon the nature 
of birds and their capability of affection. 

One day the ow! fell ill, and the crow, ever at his side, expressed ag 
mich sorrow and sympathy asa human creature could, appealing ever 
and anon by looks to passers by, as if inviting aid and comfort for his 
sick friend. The owl was dangerously indisposed for nearly a week, and 
at the termination of that period died, in spite of every effort of the crow 
to prolong his existence. 

The crow was inconsolable. Nothing could banish the memory of his 
feathery friend, and little doubt existe in our mind that had he been a 
poet he would have written another ‘‘Adonais,’’ or ‘‘In Memoriam,’’ upon 
his mournful bereavement. He would eat nothing—no savory morsel 
could tempt him, and the choicest bits of his favorite food lay near him, 
day and night, untouched. The dark lustre of the eyes of the lamenting 
fowl grew dimmer and dimmer ; his diminutive legs weaker and weaker ; 
famine was in his very aspect; but still he would not eat. In the flip- 
pant language of the day, he would ‘‘die firat’’—and he did. 

One morning early, the senior proprietor, who was much attached to 
both the owl and the crow, found the latter lying lifeless in the court- 
yard. The poor bird was nothing but bones, not a particle of flesh re- 
rémaining beneath his ebony plumage. The crow had been true to his 
friendship as an ornithological Orestes, and had resolutely conquered, 
with heroic self-denial, a life not worth preserving after the loss of his 
‘other soul’’—the old. Cincianatti paper. 





GYMNASTIC EXERCISE. 

The gymnasium was quite as essential a portion of Greek education a 
the schoolroom, and the limbs of youth and even of grown men were as 
vigorously trained in athletic exercises as their brains in arithmetic, rhe- 
toric, or philosophy. It was a sound and wise policy which led the aa- 
cients thus to value the bodily health and vigor that are to be gained by 
good physical training ; and the minds and frames of men now-a-days 
would be far healthier and their lives far happier if the same honor were 
now paid to skill and strength in physical exercise. As youths, the ema- 
lation of the magnificent playgrounds of the great public schools initiates 
them into the love of cricket and football, and the universities teach them 
$» boat and to ride. As men they recieite themselves by the fatiguing 
sports of the Scotch moors, or by the hearty exercise of the foxhunter. 
Yet too manyfof them, on leaving school, spend the remainder of their 
lives without exercise of any vigorous kiad, and render themselves sickly 


0 and unhappy by the want of it. The mistake isa terribleone. Not only 


does it render the existing generation far inferior ia strength and vigor 
to their hardy ancestors, but it impairs their health, and transmits weak- 
ness aad suffering to their offspring. Indeed, considering how men now 
live, and remembering that women hardly ever enjoy any healthful bodily 
training whatsoever, it seems wonderful that the human race does not de- 
terio:ate faster than it actually seems to do in physical vigor and cor- 
poreal health. ‘The necessity of bodily education ought to ve, to any man 
possessed of common sense and an ordinary amount of physiological 
knowledge, at least as apparent as that of moral or intellectual training. 
Independently of the necessity of bodily health for its own sake, no mind 
can be healthy or happy without it. It was recently said by a quaint but 
sensible divine that it is very difficult for a man with a bad digestion to be 
a good Christian ; and it is certainly far more difficult for bim than fer a 
man well trained in physical exertion and enjoying sound health to bea 
good citizen and a useful member of society. If these things were borne 
in mind by the philanthropists who are most laudably anxious for the 
education of the classes least able to provide it for themsel ves, the value 
of their benevolent labors would be more than doubled. In the present 
state of public knowledge and opinion it seems to us that more useful ie 
the man who opens a gymnasium o- he ow pagans college :, more 
than he who ‘ 
valuable be who lays out a playgrour iin

SPORTING EPISTLE FROM MISSOURI. 
Macon Co., Missourr, Oct. 25th, 1858. 

Dear Old “‘Spirit.’’ —My last letter was from Kankakee, Ill., and since 
then I have not had a good chance to write you, but a rainy day now 
prompts me te render an account of myself. Before I left Kankakee I 
had a few hours’ practice with the Cricket Club of that place. It consists 
of a good number of members, and some of them very ambitious, but 
not onejthat understands the game. Still, with practice, and a teacher, 
I have no doubt they will be able in a few years to contest the game with 
some of the Chicago Clubs. They have one great advantage in having a 
good ground and plenty of tools. 

After leaving Kankakee I stopped a few days at Chicago. Saw some 
good dogs, and was told by many of the shooting men that they had not 
the sport this season that they had last year, the old birds being more 
plenty than the young, owing to the wet spring. They all reported 
plenty of quail. 

Sept. 2d, from Chicago to Milwaukie, Wis., and here I found a number 
of sportsmen and good-looking setters, but the liver color prevailing 
over all other colors. I am nota lover of that color in the setter, al- 
though their owners spoke highly of their blood and qualities. 

Sept. 4th, frour Milwaukie to Randolph, seventy two miles, and here I 
took up my quarters fora month’s hunt. Randolph is located in the 
centre of a prairie, and a finer farming country I never saw—rolling 
prairie, resembling the South Downs of England ; the wheat crop was 
all in, and from one hill I counted 410 stakes of grain with the eye, with- 
out a glass. The great range of feeding grounds here gave my six dogs 
all the hunting they could endure. The birds were hard to mark, owing 
to the rolling ground and scanty cover. I also had another disadvantage. 
My boy was taken sick, and therefore I had no marker. My bag was not 
large any day—astill, I could generally find a variety of shooting every 
day. Had I wanted duck or geese, the Lakes would have afforded plenty 
of shooting, the stubble-fiel ls being full of water-fowl at sunset, and the 
beautiful Lakes in the daytime. Snipe had not arrived in quantities, 
fourteen being the most I bagged at a time, and those I got after three 
o'clock. I iound but few woodcock, ruffed grouse plenty, and prairie 
chickens not over thick, but they were in covies, and mostly young, but 
well grown. I shot a sandhill crane dead with No. 8 shot. Its weight 
was I1lbs., spread of wings 6 feet 2 inches, height 4 feet 10 inches. I 
found it quite good eating—I suppose its flavor being improved by the 
grain it had fed on. 

Oct. 6th, I returned to Chicago to meet Dr. L. of Philadelphia, and on 
Monday, Oct. 11th, we started with two pointers and two Irish setters 
from Chicago on the Quincy Railroad, an account of which ride, and 
opinions of the country, game, anecdotes, characters we met, and news 
generally, will be sent to the ‘‘Spirit’”’ of old by its Cleveland correspon- 
dent.

THE RACE HORSE REGION—KENTUCKY STOCK. 


Dear Old ‘‘Spirit.’’—Your indefatigable eorrespondent, ‘‘Icilius,’’ in his 
reply to ‘‘A Turfman,’’ produces an almost interminable list of Kentucky 
bred horses to show that his State is the race-horse region. Nobody ever 
doubted that Kentucky did and could produce more stock than any other 
region of country in the world of the same extent. We are discussing the 
quality and character of the stock, and not the quantity. All the long 
list so industriously paraded by ‘‘Icilius,’’ does not contain more than one 
respectable race horse in every fifty. He says, ‘‘And here 1 may remark 
that in March, 1850, over the Bingaman Course, out of five day’s racing, 
four were won by Kentucky-bred horses ; and in every case where two 
horses started in the same race they were respectively first and second.’’ 
All this may be very true, for it often happened in the earlier days of rac- 
ing, and even up to 1850, in Louisiana, that nearly all the horses were 
Kentucky bred, and if they had not beaten each other they would have 
been in the unfortunate category of the Bagdads of Tennessee. 

At a period in the history of the breeding of the race horse in Tennes- 
see, an infusion of an Oriental dash wag eagerly sought after. The desire 
was fully gratified in the opportunity afforded ia the services of the Ara- 
bian Bagdad. The breeding to Bagdad became so general, that when his. 
colts were brought forward, there was nothing to contend with them, and 
it was said they were so slow they could not beat each other. The Ken- 
tucky stock, according to ‘‘Icilius,’’ were not quite so bad. 

The inferiority of much of this stock with which ‘‘Icilius’’ has swelled 
his long list, was strikingly exemplified at the advent of Wagner, a Vir- 
ginia-bred horse. It was in the palmy days of ‘Lucky Joe,’’ who bap- 
tised many. When Wagner came among them he madea ‘smashing 
of 'em,”’ like a whirlwind rushing through a forest of dead trees. It was 
notenly en the Louisiana turf that he made such havoc among them, 
but he carried dismay, consternation, and death upon Kentucky soil. 
He beat their great champion, Grey Eagle, backed by the best turf skill 
of the State, and the defeat was so overwhelming that it caused their fair 
ones to faint, and their brave men to die. And yet Wagner, whose game 
was too stout for the stoutest, and whose foot was too flect for the fleetest, 
has been on all occasions sadly slighted by them, and his name would now 
almost be forgotten but for a few Southern patrons where he has represen- 
tatives bred from pure mares that challenge the world to an encounter of 
speed and stoutness. 

Your correspondent hazards a great deal when, in speaking of Lexing- 
ton, he says, ‘‘He was accidentally beaten by Lecomte in 7:26—7:38}.’’ 
Kight days before this race, when the State Stake was run, the track was 
knee deep in mud, and when it had dried off just to that state when it 
could be harrowed deepest, a heavy harrow with two yoke of oxen were 
put upon it, and made as deep as it was possible to get it ; the Lexing- 
ten party believed that he would have an advantage over heavy ground; 
as he had won the State Stake in the mud. Everybody knows, wh 
knows anything at all about it, that the track was on this occasion 
eight seconds in four miles slower than when Lexington ran against time, 
and when he beat Lecomte in their last race. 

In the heat of 7:26 Lecomte took the lead at the start, and led Lex- 
ington from end to end under a strong pull. Where was the accident 
to Lexington in this heat? The Lexington party thought he ran un- 
kindly from his being behind in the first heat, and they shuffled a great 
deal to get him off in the lead for the second heat, which the friends of 
Lecomte were perfectly willing to yield to him, as they were satisfied 
they ‘‘had him dead.’’ Lexington got off ahead, but he made the pace 
so slow that at the end of a mile and three quarters Abe was directed to 
let Lecomte ‘‘go along,’’ and at the end of a quarter of a mile Lecomte 
took the track and run the third mile of the heat, and the seventh of 
the race, in 1:46. It was this terrible mile that contained the fatal acci- 
dent to Lexington ; it was a rate he was unused to; it was a rate of speed 
he nad never travelled before nor since. Lexington’s fame is secure ; it 
needs no detraction from the well-earned merit of others ; the measure of 
his turf glory was already full, and he who would descend to the low 
means of detraction to sustain his proud name, would act alike unjust 
to others and unworthy of him. ‘ 

In passing in review Lexington’s brilliant history there is, it is true, 
sad cause for regret that powers so great should have been prostituted to 
ignoble purposes. His most splendid achievement cannot be contem. 
plated without feeling that they were accomplished in a way discreditable 
to the true dignity of the turf,

There are stands for 
strangers, members of the Jockey Club, Judges, the Press, and also a 
stand exactly opposite the Judges’ for the exclusive use of the lady visi- 
tors, with servants to attend upon them, and with, we have no hesitation 
to proclaim it, the most compact and atthe same time complete Race 
Track in the Union. 
In consequence of the large amounts (in purses) given by the Jockey 
Club, and the additions to the various stakes made by the proprietors, the 
entires from our sister States, Kentucky and Alabama, have far exceeded 
the most sanguine expectations of the original promoters, and the best 
horses in Kentucky, Alabama and Tennessee, have been brought hither 
to contend for the superiority—Kentucky being represented by the stables 
of James L. Bradley, W. F. Harper and John B. Clay ; Alabama by that 
of James Jackson, while Messrs. T. G. Moore, W. T. Cheatham, W. 
Roundtree, Calgy, and others, contributed theirs for the honor of Ten- 
nessee. The result has yet to be seen, but Tennessee yesterday carried 
all before her, and from the high state of training which yesterday’s sport 
presented, we doubt if she is to be beaten so easily as our Kentucky friends 
imagined.

During the interval between the first and second races Mr, Harper's Hemp- 
land, who ran second for the ‘‘Walker Stakes’ on Tuesday, and Mr. W. 
Roundtree’s Ella Moon, who had won the match race on Monday, were 
brought to the hammer; Hempland was purchased by Mr. W. T. Chea- 
tham for $1,100, and Ella Moon found a new owner in Mr. W. G, Alexan- 
der for $400. 

At three o'clock the signal was given for saddling for the Two-year- 
old stake—a single dash of a mile, $200 entrance, $50 ferfeit, for which 
there were six nominations but only three acceptances, viz: Mr. W. F. 
‘Harper’s Lexington colt, Mr. T. B. Poindexter’s Yorkshire colt, and Mr. 
W. Roundtree's Bill Alexander, a chesnut colt by Epsilon. On the horses 
taking a preliminary canter the betting was very brisk at two to one on 
Roundtree against the field, and aconsiderable sum of money was laid 
out at that figure.

LETTER FROM CLEVELAND, OHIO. 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 23, 1858. 

Mr. Editor—A number of old friends have, for years, been in the habit 
of meeting here, in a place called the ‘‘Ark,’’ and almost every evening 
chess and whist have occupied our attention. The Ark formerly sent 
solutions to problems, and oftentimes in less than the stipulated number 
of moves ; but ia the latter case, the only reply would be, ‘‘Ark is right,’ 
so the composer never felt the sharp stick poked at him by us. We there- 
fore resolved that all other papers might publish four move Problems 
solvable in three, ad libitum. But we are unanimous in opinion that your 
chess column is far superior to that of any other paper in New York. We 
have seen but one error, and that in your 17th Problem. We suppose it 
printed wrong, as Q to Q 8 mates at once. The follewing is a solution to 
Problem 18 :—

TERMINATION OF THE MATCH BETWEEN MESSRS. MORPHY 
AND HARRWITZ. 

Since our last report another game has been contested between these 
eminent players. It was played on Friday, the 1st inst., and won by Mr. 
Morphy. An agreement was then made to resume the match on the fol- 
lowing Monday ; but on Mr. Morphy’s arriving at the Régence, at the 
hour fixed, he received information that his aningraies desired to resign 
the match. The final score therefore is—Mr. M. 5, Mr. H. 2, drawn 1. 

Among the laurels won by the young American this is certainly one of 
the most distinguished, as the skull of the German has been too well test- 
ed to admit of a doubt. After the gaining of the first two games the ulti- 
mate success cf Mr. Harrwitz was looked for by several superficial judges. 
Cur own opinion has been from the first that Mr. Harrwitz would find 
himself, like other fine players, altogether outplayed. 

Moreover, we cannot refrain from remarking that players vanquished 
by Mr. Morphy may just as reasonably ascribe their defeats to the presence 
of the comet as to any other cause than the extraordinary powers of their 
opponent, Nor should we omit to mention that Mr. Morphy, with cha- 
racteristic disinterestedness, absolutely refuses to accent of the stakes of 
this match, alleging that he has not won the requisite number of games. 

We have been favored by Mr. Morphy with the 6th, 7th, and 8th games 
of this match, and purpose giving them in our next.

Howarp Srauntoy, Esg.—Sir—On my arrival in England three months 
since I renewed the challenge to you personally which the New Orleans 
Chess Club had given some months previously. You immediately ac- 
cepted, but demanded a month's delay, in order to prepare yourself for 
the contest. Subsequently you proposed that the time should be post- 
poned until after the Birmingham meeting, to which Lassented. On the 
approach of the period you had fixed I addressed you @ communication, 
requesting that the neccessary preliminaries might be immediately settled, 
but you left London w.thout replying to it. . 

I went to Birmingham for the purpose of asking you to put a stop to 
further delay by fixing a date for the opening of our match ; but, before 
the opportunity presented itself you came to me, and, in the presence of 
Lord Lyttleton, Mr, Avery, and other gentlemen, you stated that your 
time was much occupied in editing a new edition of Shakspeare, and that 
you were under heavy bonds to your publishers accordingly. But you 
reiterated your intvution to play me, and said that, if I would consent to 
a further postpone:aent until the first week in November, you would with- 
in a few days, coumunicate with me and fix the exact date.

| immediately lose condition. Oace every two months it was my custom 
| to put the whole pack into mourning ; they were rubbed thoroughly with 
| the following recipe :— 

| ‘To one pound of coarse gunpowder add two ounces of flour of sulphur ; 
| pound in a bras3 mortar until the whole is reduced to the fiaest flour, 
| then mix with five pounds of hog’s-lard. ‘This is a certain preventive 
| against mange; it likewise allays tne irritation of insect bites, destroys 
‘fleas, and keeps the skin soft and cooi. When the dog is rubbed until 
saturated with the mixture, he should not be washed fora week; he may 
| then be thoroughly cleansed with soft soap and water.

| Fording the broad river about a quarter of a-mile from the tent, I felt 
eure of finding deer npon the opposite side, as it had been undisturbed ; 
nor was I long before | discoved fresh tracks, which led from their drink- 
| ing place into an isolated clump of jungle, surrounded by a plain of soft 
low grass. ‘There could not have been a better spot for a course ; there- 
fore, after posting myself with the greyhounds amoog a few detached 
trees which stood near the cover, I sent the beaters round to drive from 
the opposite side. The cover did not exceed ten or twelve acres, and the 
shouts of the beaters were almost immediately answered by a rush of 
some animals in the thick jungle, and shortly after two beautiful bucks, 
with fine heads, came dashing out within a hundred yards of my posi- 
| tion. ‘The greyhounds strained at the slips, but I held them firm, leat, by 
heading the deer, they might drive them again to the jungle; however, 
the bucks had broken cover with a determination to make for some 
larger jungle, and accordingly they went at full speed across the open. 
I slipped the dogs when the deer were about a hundred paces beyond

Mounting my horse, which was standing at my elbow, and giving him 
the spur, I rode after them. It wasa grand course; the two bucks se- 
parated, Bran and Lena taking after one, and Killbuck following the other 
in his usual dashing manner.

BARNUM ON MONEY MAKING. 


A very interesting lecture on the shortest and surest way of making a 
fortune was delivered in the Free-trade Hall, Manchester, on Saturday 
last, by one of the most famous masters of this rather difficult art, the 
renowned Phineas T. Barnum. A very large audience; numbering proba- 
bly upwards of 1,500, assembled at the eppointed hour to see the great 
showman, and to hear from his lips the results of his extensive observa- 
tions, and varieg experience touching the important matter on which he 
had engaged to speak. Like most of the speculations of which Mr. Bar- 
num has had the management, the lecture was agreat success. It might 
have been supposed that a gentleman who is believed to be the cleverest 
and most successful humbug of the age, would have been a rather un- 
sound teacher and unsafe guide, and that some of the principles of ac- 
tion which he might recommend would be such as a rigid moralist could 
not altogether approve. In this respect only it is probable that the lec- 
ture disappointed the expectations of many of its hearers. It was as un- 
exceptionable in point of morality as it was amusing in point of style, 
and received, as it well deserved, the hearty approbation and applause of 
the audience. Mr. Barnum took it for granted that every man whom he 
addressed would rather be rich than poor (bear, hear); he need not, 
therefore, waste many words in glorifying money, or in proving that in 
Nor need he say much in refutation of the 
vulgar fallacy that the money-getter was necessarily sordid and mean ; 
or that goodness was necessarily thriftless and imprudent. On the con- 
trary, money getting (which was commerce) was one of the most useful, 
and, consequently, one of the most honorable of all occupations—the 
parent of civilisation, and of innumerable blessings to mankind. The 
greatest and wisest of men in all ages, from Abraham, the first merchant 
on record, down to the present day, were almost invariably distinguished 
for their knowledge and their skilful practice of the art of making and 
of keeping money. As astriking instance of this fact, he referred to 
Shakspeare, whom he described as being, par excellence, aclever and thrifty 
showman, whose highest aim was to hit the popular taste, to write such 
plays as would draw the best houses, and so to put money in his purse— 
a description of the immortal bard which seemed to take the audience 
Besides 
Shakspeare, Chaucer, and Scott, on this side of the Atlantic, and Prescott, 
Bancroft, and Irving, on the other, were examples of men eminent at 
once in literature and in this most useful of arts. Marlborough and 
Wellington were almost as remarkable for their thrift and economy as 
for their military genius, and had Washington not been the greatest of 
patriot soldiers, he might have ranked high asa merchant or a million- 
aire. As there were three ways in which men might become great, so 
there were three ways in which they might become wealthy. Some men 
were born rich, some achieved riches, some had riches thrust upon them. 
He had only to speak of the way in which men might achieve riches, and 
he at once admitted that he had abeolutely nothing to say on that point 
which was new. He could only repeat and urge once more the old and 
well-known rules of prudence and economy, illustrating those ancient 
saws wherever he could by modern instances. The lecturer proceeded in 
a very forcible manner to state and enforce those rules for making money 
which he considered most important, interspersing them with numerous 
amusing anecdotes, which were exceedingly well told and well received. 
The rules were such as the following :—Be honest ; be prompt in making 
engagements, and exact in fulfilling them ; persevere ; advertise ; tell no 
more about your business than is necessary ; never pass a week-day with- 
out reading a good newspaper (a maxim which we beg heartily to enforce), 
and others equally trite and equally sensible. Of tie humor of the lec- 
ture it is impossible for us to give anything like a satisfactory specimen. 
Mr. Barnum concluded his remarks by a very ingenious and amusing de- 
fence of humbug, which he defined to be the art of dressing up an object 
so as to render it attractive; of putting on glittering appearances for 
the sake of arresting attention. This was only deserving of blame when 
the article put forward was not what it professed tobe. When the object — 
offered for sale or for show was intrinsically good, it was allowable, he 
contended, to draw attention to it by every ligitimate means ; an on this 
principle he vindicated his own conduct, and maintained that he had acted 
towards the public in an honorable and straightforward manner. Mr. 
Barnum concluded his address amidst loud applause, and, on retiring, was 
called back to receive the hearty approbation of the audience, voted him 
by acclamation—a compliment whigh he acknowledged in a humorous 
and appropriate speech. Manchester Examiner. 


THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA, 


A letter from Shanghai of the 2d of August, in the ‘‘Moniteur,’’ con- 
tains the following interesting account of a visit to the Great Wall of 
China :— - 


The treaties of Tien-sin having been ratified by the Emperor Hien 
Fung, Baron Gros was desirous of visiting the Great Wall, and of judging 
from personal obscrvation of the correctness of the statements represent- 
ing it as commencing in the sea at the entrance of the Bay of Leotung. 
At 7 o'clock in the morning of the 11th of July the Ambassador, followed 
by his secretaries and attaches, embarked on board the small steamer the 
Prégent. The distance of the wall from the place where the Audacieuse 
frigate was at anchor was thought to be from 30 to 40 leagues. ‘Towards 
evening, the weather not being very clear, it was thought prudent not to 
approach too close to the shore, and the steamer came to an anchor in 
the offing. At daybreak on the following morning she again got under 
way, and soon after the wall appeared in view. It looked like a long 
range of buildings of the same height, crenellated, aud traversing the 
plain from the sea to the foot of the chain of mountains which run paral- 
lel with the coast, buf at more than a league inland. An hour after, the 
wall, with its crenellated top, furts, jetties running vvt iuto the sea, and 
the pagoda on the shore, were perfectly distinct in all their details. 

We had before us the most picturesque prospect that can be imagined ; 
along the ses coast the vast plain is covered with the most luxuriant vege- 
tation, with numerous villages buried in the trees, aud at the back a hori- 
zon of lofty mountains. At the foot of the wall, on the side of China, 
were seen the white tents of two Tartar camps, with their horses grazing 
at liberty around. Seen from the Chinese side the wail resembles an im- 
mense work in earth, crowned with a creaellated wall in brick, but ina 
very dilapidated state. Oa the Mantchouria side, on the contrary, it is 
built of brick on a foundation of stone. It has, along the whole length, 
square towers at a distance from each other of about two bowshots’ 
length, so that the enemy might be gtruck froma either of them. It 1ung 
down into the sea by two parallel jetties, the incline of which 13 80 slight 
that persons landing from a boat may easily walk up them. ‘The largest 
vessel8 may approach to within about two miles of this spot, which is the 
place where future tourists ought to land. Unfortunately we were not 
then aware of this fact, and we came to an auchor at a spot where the 
landing was not very easy. The shore was soon covered with Chinese 
from the neighboring villages. nay . ’ 

M. Marques, the interpreter to the mission, and Count d’Ozery, the 
commandant of the Pregent, were the first to go on shore, in order to con- 
fer with the authorities and ascertain whOther any objection would be 
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made to the landing of the party. *A mandarin, mounted on & white 
horse, and followed by two horsemen, arrived from the camp to inquire 


what these men, come from an unknown world, wanted. — On receiving 
pacific assurances from our interpreter, he said no opposition would be 
made to the disembarkation. When all were on shore, we proceeded di- 
rect towards the wail. We had to cross several little rivulets which run 
down towards the sea, and we were afterwards obliged to strike a little 
more inland, in order to find ground rather less moist. As we approached 
towards the wall we ebserved the Tartars mounting their horses, aud be- 
traying by their gestures considerable emotion. They 1 aye into 
three bodies—one remained on horseback in front of the tents, thus cut- 
ting off the road to the wall ; another proceeded on our left, where they 
alighted among the high grass; and the third advanced at a hand gallop 
to meetus. ‘lhey asked whence we came, where we were going, and told 
us that they could not allow us to advance further. Their chief, they 
said, was absent, and they could not take on themselves the responsibility 
itti h. 

A eine dee of pur astonishment when we learned from these men, 
encamped # it were at the very gates of thecapital, that they had heard 
nothing of their country having been at war with France and England. 
The taking of Canton, the bombardment of Takou, and the peace con- 
cluded at Tiensin, they were completely ignorant of. ; 

After a little negotiation we thought we had got over our difficulty, 
and we were allowed to advance, but we had not proceeded more than 300 
or 400 yards when some fresh horsemen advanced, and urgently impressed 
on us the propriety of not going any further. With our escort of 12 men 
well armed, and our revolvers, we might have kept off those 300 Tartar 
horsemen and have mounted the wall in spite of them, but the Ambassa- 
dor was anxious to avoid any dispute, and would not compromise his posi- 
tion for the mere gratification of curiosity. After having taken a few 
sketches, purchased some fans from the Tartars, and astonished a whole 
host of Chinese by letting them taste our brandy and look at our watches 
and compasses, Baron Gros returned to the boats. 

These f'artar horsemen had neither bows nor arrows, but they all had 
matchlock guns slung over their shoulders. Their powder appeared to be 
very coarse, and, in addition to ball, they had in their cartouche-boxes 
small pellets of leal. Hach man carried in his large boots his pipe and 
fan. 

Before leaving the coast we went in the Pregent to have another view of 
the country on the other side of the Great Wall, opposite the plains of 
Mantchouria, which were covered with the most extraordinary verdure, 
only to be found in countries where the ground, after being long buried 
in snow, is vivified by a hotsun. The wall was seen growing up as it 
were out of this exuberant vegetation, and ascending the side of the 
mountain, to follow, for more than 600 leagues, the half savage countries 
which extend as far as the contines of Mongolia and the Kou Kou Noor. 
After having for same time contemplated this magnificent scene, Baron 
Gros gave the signal for departure, and the Pregent steered for the Toki 
Islands, where the Audacieuse frigate was waiting for us.

At 5 p.m. on the afternoon of the 17th December, asma!l white bull 


‘terrier, nineteen months old, was placed under the care of Mr. John Gam- 


ee for treatment. The owner stated that on the previous Monday he first 
exhibited the following symptoms—refusal of food, dulness, rigors at in 
tervals, and constipation. The dog was in a complete state of stupor and 
unconsciousness when brought to the infirmary ; the only oby ious signs of 
life were the movements of the chest and a distinct pulse. The reepira- 
tions were 16 per minute, rather deep and thoracic, the pulse 95, rather 
full and quick, the surface of the body and extremities of a deathlike 
coldness, the eyes half closed and fixed, with dilated pupils; the visible 
mucous membranes were injected and yellow. When the animal was laid 
on his side he remained perfectly motionless. The patient was placed in 
a hot bath; this had the effect of moving him a little. He now used his 
limbs and breathed more freely. and the surface and extremities of his 
body gradually became warm. A mustard poultice was applied over the 
loins at 8 p.m., and another at 11, when symptoms of relief were apparent, 
and the dog could shift his position. , 

On Friday, the 18th, 7 a.m., a very offensive odour emanated from the 
basket in which the dog was lying; the stupor was as deep as ever, the 
respiration more free, the pulse 95, small and quick. 

10} a.m. The whole surface of the bo ly was yellow, pulse small and 
quick, respiration rather labored, surface of the body very hot, and stupor 

reat. 

. 5 p.w. Petechia (small red spots) on the buccal membrane (the inside 
membrane of the mouth); pulse 70, small, sharp, and irregularly inter- 
mittent, labored respiration, tongue protruded, discharge of mucosity 
from the mouth, cough, eyes dull, and covered with mucus ; involuntary 
discharge of coffee colored urine. ‘ 

8 p.m. Exhibited two grains calomel in a little water, which the dog 
swallowed : feetor of exhalations very offensive, stupor complete, and 
surface of the body cold. 

10} p.m. Copious discharge of dark-brown fluid from the bowels, jaua- 
dice less marked ; passed catheter, and drew offa little coffee-colored 
urine ; pulse 70, regular and sharp, heart—beats imperceptible, petechia 
in mouth, &c. 

Saturday, 19th, 7a.m. Found dead. ' 

Post mortem examination, 9 a.m.—On detaching the skin from the body, 
numerons well-marked petechiw were observed. The abdomen was first 
opened, and the digestive organsexamined. The stomach was filled with 
dark brown or blackish fluid ; streaks of coagulated blood were lying 
on the mucous surface. Towards tke intestinal end of the stomach 
(pylorus) there were three small spots of erosion or ulcers, which from 
their dark color might have been taken for simple extravasation. The 
small glands of the intestines (Peyer’s patches) were healthy. 

The liver was well developed, firm and sound, the gall bladder full of 
dark and rather inspissated bile. Pancreas and spleen quite healthy. 

The kidneys had a normal appearance, but were rather dark in color, 
and the bladder was distended with dark brown urine. Bs 

On opening the thoracic cavity the pleura were discovered to be thick y 
studded with ecchymoses, and the trachea and air tubes to be filled with 
a yellowish frothy mucus. The lungs were quite healthy, with the ex: 

ception of the base of the lower lobe of the left lung, which was con- 
gested. 

Externally the heart presented a remarkable appearance from the dark 
color of a a Dred po it exhibited (viz. the right auficle). This cavity was 
gorged with dark blood, internally the blood was coagulated, and here 
ahd there numerous ecckymoses appeared. The brain and spinal cord 
were healthy, but the veins were full of black blood. sue S 

Remarks.—The above is a true case of typhus, a description of whic as 
never been given by any English veterinarian, for which reason we have 
given a somewhat detailed account to those of our readers interested in 
canine pathology. ‘The Gisease is most commonly met with in the pig and 
dog, and sometimes, though rarely, in the horse. The most remarkable 
feature in this malady is the persistent stupor ; 50 obstinate is it some- 
times that horses have been severely beaten without evine-ng symptoms 

of pain or making any effort to move. These symptoms are common to 
all quadrupeds laboring under typhus, which runs its course in from 12 to 
16 days.

THE INHALATION OF CHLOROFORM FOR TETANUS IN THE HORSE. 
BY W. HARDWICK, SLINGSBY. 





Looking over the contents of your August number, my attention was | 


i raph respecting the inhalation of the vapor of chloro- 
tn poled a Coes in the human subject, and intimating a hope of 
its becoming practicable in similar cases in the lower animals. I beg leave 
to state that Mr. Snowdon, of Slingsby, administered it a short time ago 
with decided success in a case of traumatic tetanus, thus giving proof of 
its efficacy. The following are the details of the case, which may not 
prove uninteresting to the profession : ’ 

On the 26th of April, at 9 o’clock, a.m., Mr. Snowdon was called in to 
see a three-year-old gelding, the property of Mr. Brigham, Slingsby, which 
was found to exhibit all the symptoms of tetanus in asevere form. On 
inquiry he was informed that the animal had manifested some stiffness for 
two or three days, and that he had been docked about a fortnight pre- 
viously. On examination the jaws were found not altogether closed. An 
inch more was taken off his dock, and a purgative administered, in the 
form of two small balls upon the end of a short stick, although with some 
difficulty, and to which th led. ' 
was stimulated, and opium, camphor, &c., giveD, and injections with

e bowels but partially responded. Th. spine | 


opium thrown up. The other usual remedies were likewise employed for 
three days without any benefit whatever. The spasm of the muscles dur- 
ing that time continued to increase, and, fearing a fatal result, Mr. Saow- 
don was determined to try the effects of chloroform, which waa conse- 
quently administered to him the same day ; the mode being as follows : 
a piece of sponge, filled with chloroform, was placed in part ofa sheep's 
bladder, and applied closely to one nostril, covcring up the other with a 
piece of cloth, allowing the horse at intervals to inhale a little atmosphe- 
ric air. ‘This was continued until he became nearly insensitive, we being 
careful to administer just sufficient so as not to cause him to fall. The 
quantity used for the first dose was from one to one and a half ounce, 
after which it took a smaller quantity to bring about the desired action. 
The effects of the first application of the chloroform being so satisfactory, 
we determined to keep him as much as possible under its influence, con- 
sequently it was repeated three times a day for a week, gradually leaving 
it off, after which he was considered out of danger. During the treat- 
ment we had an unfavorable occurrence: the horse one day got down in 
the absence of the groom, and, owing to the rigidity of, his muscles, was 
not able to rise, and he became nearly exhausted. We were therefore 
obliged to secure him by placing him in the slings, until he was able to 
walk out a little every day, after which he was turned out to grass and is 
now doing well. 

Remarks.—During the first course of treatment, the symptoms, as before 
stated, became more aggravated and the bowels only partially responded 
to the medicine. The result from the commencement with chloroform 
was everything that could be desired, the pulse became very much soft- 
ened, the whole system tranquilised, and the spasm of the muscles in a 
great measure relaxed. I may also add that during each application, al- 
most immediately after the animal’s commencing to inhale the vapor, 
he gradually raised his head and reclined himself backwards with a pecu- 
liar twirling of the eye and a tremor of the muscles; then bringing his 
head forwards inclined it quite downwards, and continued it in that posi- 
tion from twenty minutes to half an hour, being perfectly calm and hav- 
ing his eyes closed. He would then open his eyes, turn his head round 
once or twice, and dose off as before. In this state he would continue for 
an hour, more or less, after which he always madean at:empt to eat. 
Sloppy mashes, gruel, and short grass was the food offered to him, which 
he managed with difficulty to gulp without mastication. Although no 
medicine was given during the employment of choroform, the bowels re- 
covered their proper action, and the general excitement of the system 
gradually disappeared. London Veterinarian. 





SPLINTS IN HORSES, 

Twelve months ago a favorite young mare of mine threw two bad splints 
on the fore legs, which lamed her. My neighbor, a distinguished Indian 
cavalry officer, advised me totry a remedy which he said had been com- 
municated to him by an Arab horge-dealer, and which he had used with 
success. Cut asheep’s kidney in two (as if it were to be broiled for your 
breakfast) ; score one half of it with a knife, and sprinkle it well with 
powdered blue stone (it may be scraped with a knife) ; clip or shave the 
part, and apply the kidney, binding it on with a bandage, and leave it to 
rot off, which it will do in two or three days, leaving a very complete 
blister. My mare was perfectly and beautifully cured by this applica- 
tion ; she is now sound as a bell, and has never shown the slightest 
disposition to {throw splints again. At the same time, with an old 
borse, where tbe splint occasioned no lameness, I should be inclined 
to let him alone ; and such a blemish would not prevent me from buying 
a horse which was otherwise sound, and suited me.

Noone should 
neglect to see ‘Our American Cousin,’ but go immediately. 
Wallack's—On Saturday, the new comedy by Dr. Wainwright, called 
‘*Wheat and Chaff,”’ was produced, and the same piece has been continued 
up to the time of our going to press this week. We have seen this play 
but once, and must honestly confess that we do not think it more than 
mediocre. We cannot suppose that it will be kept on the stage beyond a 
few nights more, and if such is the case let us speak of it as though dead 
__-nil nisi bonum. Everything was done by the actors that could be, and 


will say no more. On Thursday another new piece was produced, with 
what merits and success we will speak hereafter.

THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 
MANAGER ULLMAN IN A RAGE. 

Quem Deus vult perdere, primam dementat. 
We don’t often indulge in classical or foreign quotations—though we 
might be forgiven if we did—but on the present occasion the truism is so 
apposite that we choose to head our present article with it. Either the 
pecuniary prosperity that has attended Mdlle. Piccolomini’s debut has 
turned the little man’s head, or there has been but the appearance of suc- 
cess, and his real losses have made our musical Autocrat, little Ullman, 
absolutely rabid. We are decapitated. The courtesy, from time immemorial, 
of press-admissions, has been refused to us ; and, for the first time since 
poor Palmo opened the Chambers-street Theatre with opera, we have 
been compelled to pay our doliar like common folks. Now, as it may be 
amusing to our readers to explain the causes of this dreadful catastrophe, 
we propose to do so this week ; for, surely, the indignation of the little

the piece, as usual at this theatre, was well put upon the stage, but—we | 


Poor short-sighted mortal are we! Our last week’s notice, though 
written in the best of tempers, and with a degree of sincerity that must 
command admiration, and although chronicling] the miraculous skill in 
humbuggery of the aforesaid little gentleman, has roused his ire, and 
precipitated our discomfiture. But we are not alone in our misery ; our 
friends of the ‘‘Atlas,’’ and of the ‘Courrier des Etats Unis,’’ and some 
half-dozen others, have come under the little fellow’s ban ; and as none 
of them, so far as we are aware, have satisfactorily explained the causes 
of our manager’s sudden lunacy, we shall do so; and as a colloquy some 
times gives vivacity to a narrative of facts, we shall here record a conver- 
sation occurring last week at the Academy. 

We had listened with a good deal of dissatisfaction to the first act of 
‘‘La Figlia del Reggimento,’’ when we descended to the saloon to ridi- 
cule a friend vf ours for a fulsome panegyric of Piccolomini, in a weekly 
paper, of which he is editor. Just as we had ceased our semi-serions sa- 
tire, Little Ullman approaches, snuff-box in hand, like the great Napo- 
leon, saying, ‘‘Ah! Mr. So and So, I thank you for your notice.”’ 

Critic.—‘‘Indeed! You thank me for what occasions this one’s (point 
ing to ourself) censure.’’ 

Ourself.—‘*You know, Ullman, as well as Ido, she can't sing, and as 
for her acting, there are a dozen in New York who can do as well.’’ 

Uliman.—‘‘She is a very fine artiste ; she knows how to please. She 
draws large houses, and that’s all I care for.’’ 

Ourself.—‘‘That is due to your management. You know that all the 
London puffery and Hibernian enthusiasm were manufactured for this 
market.”’ 


After my friend the critic had left, the manager continued in tnese very 
words : 

UUman (tapping the top of his box.)—‘‘I say, Mr. , 1 don’t want 
you to talk to ze creetica in zat way. I must be supported by ze press, 
and I will be, or I will kick zem all out. I’ave ze power to do so, and 
vill. Ihave keecked out ze ‘Atlas’ and dree other papers zis veek. I 
"ave tyrannised over ze singers, and I will tyrannise over ze press.”’ 

As this conversation occurred on Wednesday, our last week’s article 
was already in type, so we shrugged our shoulders in resignation, con- 
scious of our approaching decapitation. And, true enough, the Monday 
following our tickets were withdrawn. 

Now, badinage apart, if Mr. Ullman thinks he advances his own inter- 
ests by these petty proceedings, in the end he will find his error. With 
all his cunning and astuteness, he overrates the influence of certaim pa 
pers, and certainly totally misunderstands the influence of such a weekly 
as ours. Our circulation lies chiefly in the South and West, and among a 
class of people who are best able to pay $2 a ticket for operatic repre- 
sentations ; and so on that score, as he purposes travelling, he certainly 
is not politic in making enemies unnecessarily. 

But on another, and a totally different ground, his policy seems a 
short-sighted one. The criticisms in our paper, certainly, have never 
been hostile to artists, or managers, assuch, but merely independent ex- 
pressions of opinion on matters of public interest. Art is criticised 
through the artist. And if any notice—paradoxical as it may appear—is 
calculated to draw attention and produce excitement—the manager's har- 
vest time—it is an unfavorable one. Diversity of opinion occasions dis- 
putes in private, and these are settled by personal observation and at- 
tendance. 

There is one circumstance in connexien with Mr. Ullman’s procedure 
that strikes us as singular. Four jammed houses have glorified Piccolo- 
taini, and must have filled the little gentleman’s pockets to repletion ; 
why then excise afew critics whose unfavorable criticisms have been 
wholly innocuous? Is it true—as we have been informed—that he dis- 
tributes every night eight hundred ree tickets? These, with the two hur- 
dred stockholders, make one thousand dead heads ; 80, perhaps, bis profits 
are not 80 enormous as supposed. 

However it may be, we shall, as before, endeavor to furnish the rea- 
ders of the ‘‘Spirit’’ with truthful intelligent criticisms, and shall not 
hesitate to call black black, and white white—or Mr. Ullman a humbug, 
if we consider him that very common, and perhaps necessary evil. ‘‘La 
Figlia del Reggimento’’ and ‘‘Trovatore’’ have been performed since our 
last, both as badly as they could be. Mdlle. Piccolomini’s singing in the 
former was no improvement upon her Traviata, and Carl Formes buffooned 
the part of Sulpizio, and sang continually out of tune. Tamaro, the new 
tenor, has asweet voice, and seems a good artist ; but to judge fairly, we 
must hear him again. As for Trovatore, on Monday, it wasa positive 
caricature. Poor little Pic, did her best, and we must give her credit for 
more power than we thought she possessed ; but Leonora is not within 
her reach. Steffani was ill, and an excuse was made for him. By the 
bye, if be sings a few times more, whiie his organs are in such a condi- 
tion, he will lose blis voice entirely. Signor Florenza, whose perform- 
ance in ‘“T'raviata,’’ as Germont, gave almost universal satisfaction, did 
not add to his laurels by his singing as Count diLuna. He so mouthed 
and dragged (he is always too slow) and diminuendoed the celebrated ‘‘Il 
balen,’’ as to be almost inaudible. But when he sings out fairly and natu- 
rally, he is unquestionably a very fine baritonc. The houses have been 
very large, and as New York is excited and excitable, we suppose our il!- 


tempered little musical autocrat will condescend to favor New York with 
opera a little longer.
